H E book of Job hath afforded matter 
| of great diſpute among commentators, 
to Luk whether it ſhould be conſidered 
254 parable founded upon fiction, or a dramatic 
poem drawn from real hiſtory, Nor are they 
leſs divided in opinion, with reſpect to the pre- 
ciſe period in which it was written, whether in 
the age of the Patriarchs, in that of Moſes, or 
after Ni time, But theſe are points which can- 
not be taken under conſideration at preſent, 
without neglecting to ſpeak to ſuch particulars, 
4 are more pertinent to the preſent occaſion of 
our aſſembling together. Thus much, however, 
1 ſhall beg leave to obſerve, that whether the 
book of Job be looked upon as a poem, or a 
parable, it may with great reaſon be allowed 8

be drawn from living characters; and conſe- 
quently but little attention ought to be paid to 
the opinion of thoſe who are inclined to call 
in queſtion, the actual exiſtence of ſuch a 

ſon as Job; eſpecially after the "hdnovrable 
mention made of him both in the Old, and in 
the New Teſtament, + By the Proj phet Ezekiel 
he ſtands diſtinguiſhed, as a — gl 
of integrity, in the ſame rank with Noah *, whoſe 
righteouſneſs was the means of laving him, and 
his family from periſhing by water in a gener 
deluge; and with Daniel, whoſe ſingular piety, 
and devotion to the true God fecured ff from 
danger amidſt the den of Lions l. St. James Allo, 
when he exhorts his Diſciples to be patient under 
afflictions, takes care to propoſe this holy man 
for an example. Ye have heard, (ſays he} of. 
the patience of Job; and have een the end if 
the Lord: that is, ye have learned from whatis 
written of Job, that God at length relieved him 
from all his afflictions, and calamities, and blel- 
ſed his latter end with a much greater portionot 


proſperity than he enjoyed before he felt thoſe 


bitter ſufferings, which · were inflicted on him « 
trials of his integrity. Taking it then for granted 
that this man of ſorrows did really exiſt, and wa 
intended as an example of patience under the

ſevereſt preſſures, let us now examine his deplo- 
rable caſe as repreſented to us in the words of 
the text.

And here 
too commentators have taken a great deal of 
pains to find out a name for this ſevere infliction 
under which Job laboured ; whilſt ſome have 
thought it to be the Sa/l-Pox, others, with full 
az much appearance of truth have called it a 
Leproſy, and a third 4 ſort of interpreters have 
differed from both. Nor are theſe conjectures 
to be wondered at, as external ſymptoms did 
probably bear a great reſemblance to both theſe 
diſeaſes in their higheſt degrees of malignity. 
But this holy man was to be diſtinguiſhed as a 
ſingular example of patient ſuffering, under the 
ſharpeſt agonies that mere humanity ever endu- 
red; and therefore it is hardly to be ſuppoſed. 
that the Bozch of Egyp!, a diſeaſe common to that 
Country, ſhould be the only inſtrument of malice 
uſed by Satan to break down his integrity, and 
to tempt him to deny the protection of a Divine 
Providence. And yet, on the other hand, it muſt 
be confeſſed that Job's caſe, as deſcribed in the 
text, bears a. great likeneſs to that loathſome 
malady,

In anſwer to 
this conjecture, which was formed to condemn 
with ſeverity, a practice found by experience to 
be of the greateſt utility ; I ſhall take occaſion 
to obſerve, that a more careful examination into 
Job's cafe would have made it evident, that the 
continuance of his ſufferings greatly exceeded 
the utmoſt period of the Small Pox, in its higheſt 
ſtate of malignity. Neither were the external

to be ſuppoſed that he, who. was learned in all 
the wiſdom of te Fg -yptiansi, could be ignorant 
of their methods of curing diſeaſes; or of the 
high eſteem, or rather yeneration, in which phy- 
ficians were held among them. He does, it is 
true, give a very diſtinct account of the leproſy, 
and lays down rules for examining whether 2 
patient be clean, or unclean, fit to be admitted, 
or ſecluded from ſociety: but he preſcribes no 


method of cure, probably for this reaſon, becauſe 


the Jews, conſidered this loathſome diſeaſe, as an 
immediate infliction from God, and, according 
to their opinion, incurable without a miracle.

Gnite Wiſdom _ hath. diſtributed various talents 
among men, to enable them to aſſiſt, and ſup- 
port each other, under the ſeveral preſſures, and 
difficulties, to which humanity ſtands expoſed, 
It behoves us then to exert theſe abilities to the 
beſt of our power, and. it is the duty, of every 


man to contribute his portion of beneficial aid 


to the ſociety with which he is connected. If 
the ſuggeſtions. of an honeſt, heart, and a clear 
head, point out ſuch helps to human infirmity 
as manifeſtly redound to the comfort, and pre- 
ſervation. of life, it cannot ſurely be a breach of 
duty to purſue that good. Am I beſet. by an 
enemy, with hardly a poſſibility of eſcaping him, 
and ſhall I not uſe every method of engaging 
with him to, advantage ?

We are to pay all due honour to the 
phy ſician, but not to deify him as the heathen 
did an Js and Ofirit. For of the moft high 
cometh healing; he is the original fountain from 
whence this, and every other bleſſing is derived 
for the benefit of mankind. The Lord bath cre- 
ated medicines out of the earth, and he that is 
wie will not abbor them.

The ſcriptures contain every thing 
neceſſary to ſalvation, and many things for the 
example, and ordinary conduct of human life. 
Among theſe ſacred writings, we find a moſt 
excellent ſyſtem of moral duties dran out by 
the wiſdom of a Solomon. We are alſo informed 
in ſcripture, that the knowledge of this eminent 
perſon was ſo extenſive, that he pale of trees, 
from the cedar-tree that is in Lebanon, even unto 
the byſſop that ſpringeth out of the wall *; But, 
* of the three thouſand Proverbs, and upwards 
of a thouſand Songs which he ſpake, thoſe only 
are ſaid to be retained, which are of more ge- 
neral benefit to mankind ; and as to all that he 
either wrote, or faid of the virtues of herbs, and 
plants; or of the nature of beaſts, and fowls, and 
creeping things, and fiſhes, we do not find the
